REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: References of 
record, taken singly or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest the transparent 
glazing of Independent claim 19, wherein the light transmission of which glazing can be 
varied reversibly, and wherein a portion of its surface can be darkened by electronic 
control on a functional element comprising at least one electrochromic functional layer 
arranged between two surface electrodes in cooperation with leads corresponding 
thereto so as to carry out a darkening that starts at one edge of the functional element, 
and to achieve a complete and uniform color of the functional element through 
continuous application of voltage between the two surface electrodes. With respect to 
the method in independent claim 33, the control of a functional element, in an all-solid- 
state electrochromic surface element which includes a functional layer, through 
introducing an electrical potential between two surface electrodes in order to 
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electrochromically change a color from one side of the electrochromic surface element, 
and through increasing an electrical potential on a surface of one surface electrode, 
having a surface resistance, relative to another surface electrode, having another 
surface resistance, in order to direct the propagation of a change of color of the surface 
element, wherein the rate of increase depends on respective surface resistances, is 
neither taught nor suggested in the art of record.
